TYNDALL ON KOCH’S WORK. 
A Subject of the Qraveat Public Import- 
auce. 
[Prof. John Tyndall in the London Times.] 
On the 24th of March, 1882, an address 
of very serious public import was delivered 
by Dr. Koch before the Physiological So­ 
ciety of Berlin. It touches a question in 
which we are all at present interested- 
that of experimental physiology—and I 
may, therefore, be permitted to give some 
account of it in the Timen. The address, a 
copy of which has been courteously sent to 
me by its author, is entitled “ The Etiology 
of Tubercular Disease.” Koch first made 
himself known by the penetration, skill 
and thoroughness of his researches on tbe 
contagium of splenic fever. By a process 
of inoculation and infection he traced this 
terrible parasite through all its stages of 
development and through its various modes 
of action. 
This masterly investigation 
caused the young physician to be trans­ 
ferred from a modest country practice, in 
the neighborhood of Breslau, to the post 
of Government Adviser in the Imperial 
Health Department of Berlin. From this 
department has lately issued a moat im­ 
portant series of 
INVESTIGATIONS 
On the etiology of infective disorders. 
Koch’s last inquiry deals with a disease 
which, in point of mortality, stands at the 
head of them all. If, he says, the serious­ 
ness of a malady be measured by the Dum­ 
ber of its victims, then the most dreaded 
pests which have hitherto ravaged the 
world—plague and cholera included—must 
stand far behind the one now under con­ 
sideration. 
Koch makes the startling 
statement that one-seventh of the deaths 
of the human race are due to tubercular 
disease, while fully one-third of those who 
die in active middle age are carried off by 
the same cause. .«Prior to Koch it had been 
placed beyond doubt that the disease was 
communicable ; and the aim of the Berlin 
physician has been to determine the pre­ 
cise character of the contagium which pre­ 
vious experiments on inoculation and in­ 
halation had proved to be capable of in­ 
definite transfer and reproduction. Ho 
subjeoted the diseased organs of a great 
number of men and animals to microscopic 
examination, and found, in all cases, the 
tubercles infested with a minute, 
KOD SHATED PAKASITE, 
Which, by means of a special dye, he 
differentiated from the surrounding tissue. 
It was, he says, in tho highest degree im­ 
pressive to observe in the center of tbe 
tubercle cell the minute organism which 
had created it. Transferring directly, by 
inoculation, the tuberculous matter from 
diseased animals to healthy ones, he in 
every instance reproduced the disease. To 
meet the objection that it was not the par­ 
asite itself, but some virus in which it was 
imbedded in the diseased organ—that was 
the real contagium—he cultivated his 
bacilli artificially for long periods of time 
and through many successive generations. 
With a speck of matter, for example, from 
a tuberculous human lung, he infected a 
substance prepared, after much trial, by 
himself, with tho view of affording nutri­ 
ment to the parasite. Here he permitted 
it to grow and multiply. From this new 
generation he took a minute sample and in­ 
fected therewith fresh nutritive matter, 
thus producing another Isrood. Generation 
after generation of bacilli were developed 
in this way without the intervention of 
dieease. At the end of the process, which 
sometimes embraced successive cultivations 
extending 
OVER HALF A YEAR, 
The pnrified bacilli were introduced into 
the circulation of healthy animals of va­ 
rious kinds. In every case inoculation 
was followed by the reproduction and 
spread of the parasite and the generation 
of the original disease. Permit me to give 
a further, though still brief and sketchy, 
account of Koch’s experiments. Of six 
Guinea pigs, all in good health, four were 
inoculated with bacilli derived originally 
from a human lung, which, in fifty-four 
days, had produced five successive gener­ 
ations. Two of the six animals were not 
infected. In every one of the infected 
cases the Guinea pig sickened aud lost 
flesh. After thirty two days one of them 
died, and after thirty-five days the remain­ 
ing five were killed and examined. In the 
Gu nea pig that died, and in the three re­ 
maining infected ones, strongly-pronounced 
tubercular disease had set in. Spleen, 
liver and lungs were found filled with 
tubercles ; while in the two uninfected 
animals no trace of the disease was ob­ 
served. 
IN’ A SECOND EXPERIMENT, 
Six out of eight guinea-pigs were inocu­ 
lated with bacilli, derived originally from 
the tuberculous lung of a monkey, bred 
and rebred for 95 days, until eight genera­ 
tions had been produced. Every one of 
these animals was attacked, while the two 
uDinfected guinea-pigs remained perfectly 
healthy. Similar experiments were made 
with cats, rabbits, rats, mice, and other 
animals, and, without exception, it was 
found that the injection of the parasite 
into the animal system was followed by 
decided and, in most cases, virulent tuber­ 
cular diseases. In the cases thus far men­ 
tioned inoculation had been effected in the 
abdomen. The place of inoculation was 
afterward changed to the aqueous humor 
of the eye. Three rabbits received each a 
speck of bacillus culture, derived originally 
from a human lung affected with pneumo­ 
nia. Eighty-nine days had been devoted 
to the culture of the organism. 
THE INFECTED RABBITS 
Rapidly lost flesh, and after 25 days were 
killed and examined. The lungs of every 
one of them were found charged with 
tubercles. Of three other rabbits, one re­ 
ceived an injection of pure blood-serum in 
the aqueous humor of the eye, while the 
other two were infected, in a similar way, 
with the same serum, containing bacilil, 
derived originally from a diseased lung, 
and subjected to 91 days’ cultivation. 
After 28 days the rabbits were killed. 
The one which had received an injection 
of pure scrum was found perfectly healthy, 
while the lung3 of the two others were 
found overspread with tubercles. 
OTHER EXPERIMENTS 
Are recorded in this admirable essay, from 
which the weightiest practical conclusions 
may be drawn. 
K'-ch determines the 
limits of temperature between which the 
tubercle-bacillus can develop and multiply. 
Tbe minimum temperature be finds to be 
86°. He concludes that, unlike the bacil­ 
lus anthracia of splenic fever, which can 
flourish freely outside the animal body, in 
the temperate zone animal warmth is nec­ 
essary for the propagation of the newly dis­ 
covered organism. 
In a vast number 
of cases Koch has examined the matter 
expectorated from the lungs of persons 
affected with phthisis and found in it 
swarms of bacilli, while in matter expec­ 
torated from the luugs of persons not thus 
afflicted be has never found the organism. 
TIIE EXPECTORATED MATTER 
In the fonner cases was highly infective ; 
nor did drying destroy its ’virulence. 
Guinea pigs infected with expectorated 
matter which had been kept dry for two, 
four and eight weeks respectively were 
smitten with tubercular disease quite as 
virulent as that produced by fresh ex­ 
pectoration. Koch points to the grave 
danger of inhaling air in which particles of 
the dried sputa of consumptive patients 
mingles with dust of other kinds. It 
would be mere impertinence on my part to 
draw tbe obvious moral from these experi­ 
ments. In no other conceivable way than 
that pursued by Koch could the true char­ 
acter of the most destructive malady by 
which humanity is now assailed be deter­ 
mined. And, however noisy the fanati­ 
cism of the moment may be, the common 
sense of Englishmen will not, in the long 
run, permit it to enact cruelty in the name 
of tenderness, or to debar us from the 
light and leading of such investigations as 
that which is here so imperfectly described. 
We are strongly disposed to regard that 
person as the best physician who does most to 
alleviate human suffering.

PAINT REMOVING. 
A preparation, of which potash and soda 
are the principal ingredients, has just been 
introduced into England; and is said to be 
a perfect paint remover. 
Some experi­ 
ments made with the preparation upon 
various specimens of painted wood and 
metal, all old samples, well painted with 
several coats of good oil color, were very 
tuccessful. The compound, which is of a 
cream-like consistence, quite white, is 
spread over the painted surface, and after 
being left on a few minntes, is wiped off 
Its action upon the body of the paint is 
thorough aBd complete ; b *»poBÍticatic--.x is 
set up which continues; the soda is 
liberated, and fresh soda formed, and 
this process goes on, the alkali liber- 
rated as it is wanted, till the whole 
of the paint íb removed, 
Painted sur­ 
faces, in abont a quarter of an hour, 
»bow every trace of paint cleanly removed, 
and the wood exposed as if it had been 
planed. 
The action of this preparation 
seems to be twofold. There is first the de­ 
structive action of the applied alkali, al­ 
ways caustic, and next, a continued 
sponge-like action going on—in other words, 
a constant and perfect causticity is main­ 
tained. The result of the preparation on 
metal is equally convincing. A gas meter, 
if exposed to the compound for about 
twenty minutes, has the Japan removed 
and the bright metal exposed. Other forms 
of the preparation are of a weaker charac­ 
ter, and nearer to soap in their composition. 
They are intended to remove dirt, and 
their action is just the reverse of the 
compound already described. 
The prep­ 
arations are liquid, and are soluble 
in water, and their cleansiüg power 
upon cloth of an unmistakably greasy 
and dirty character is said to be almost 
magical. For delicate carvings and fabrics 
of all kinds, these solutions are adapted, 
and their use by restorers, decorators and 
others, will be highly esteemed. 
The 
modification of the solution for cleaning 
cloth is well adapted for restoring the lin­ 
ings of railway carriages, and stuff seats 
of all descriptions. No scraping or erasing 
is necessary. There is nothing injurious, 
it is said, in the preparation which can at­ 
tack or injury metals or cloths. They all 
produce a minimum action on brushes, 
which is a consideration ; and, what is 
very important, color is not taken out by 
the use of the solution. The price is less 
than that of other solutions. The “ paint 
remover ” can be easily applied by being 
spread over the painted Burface to be re­ 
moved. It is sold in 5.lb tins, at 2s, Gd. 
each.—[Oil and Drug News.

THE INVENTION OF THE ORGAN. 
The classical writers attribute the inven­ 
tion of the organ to the god Fan, from the 
name of whom we get the Pandean pipes. 
The old fable is that Pan thought the mu­ 
sic of his pipes or reeds, which grew by 
the river, superior to that of the lyre of 
Apollo, and challenged the latter to a trial 
of skill. Midas, the umpire, decided iu i 
favor of Pan’s pipes. These were blowu 
by the mouth, just as we occasionally see 
them blown now by wandering Italians iu 
our streets. Virgil described an orgau 
having a windchest, which he called 
"tibia utrieularis.” The development cf 
the organ thus far seemed to be this : 
First, a single reed, blown by the niOEtiq 
omitting a musical sound ; then, the addi­ 
tion of other shorter and longer reeds, 
making a sort of scale. These were ar­ 
ranged in the form of the Pandean pipes, 
but still blown by the mouth. The next 
step was to supply the wind artificially 
and produce a Bound by stopping the reeds 
with the fingers, to which finally was 4 
added a mechanism for opening and closing " 
the pipes, and thus allowing the wind only ' 
to enter as desired. Of course these vari­ 
ous steps took many years, and it was not 
until the year of onr Lord 450 that we fine 
any mention of organs being used ii ' 
churches, and this is only on the dispute; 
authority cf Julianus of Spain. Abou 
the year 700 the organs of the Anglo 
Saxons appear to have resembled in fom 
and general appearance those now in use. 
but were played by large levers. Th 
organ in the old church of Winchester ¡ 
Eng., was known to have existed in th 
year 950. It had, according to Walston, 
seventy bellows, which were blown b 
seventy men. This organ contained 4 
pipes.

A Btory comes from Texas of the dis­ 
covery there of a aecret political society 
called the Ameiican Knights of Honor, 
organized for the purpose of resisting the 
election of Roman Catholics to office. The 
history of the United States presenta many 
instances of similar associations, and though 
none of them have accomplished anything, 
and all of them have been condemned by 
public opinion, the tendency to experiment 
in the same direction seems ineradicable. 
Those who form these associations fail ap­ 
parently to perceive that if they are based 
upon actual facts they are protests against 
the American political system, since they 
cannot be needed unless that system is 
a failure. W hy a secret society Bhould be 
required for such a purpose aa that of the 
Texas organization is not easily explained. 
The ballot is free, and every voter who 
does not approve of any candidate has a 
perfect right to vote against him. If, 
moreover, any citizen believes that it is 
dangerous to the republic to elect Roman 
Catholics to office, the method of making 
his belief effective in politics íb perfectly 
plain. If his positions are sound, if his 
arguments are convincing, he has hut to 
make them known to his fellows, and he 
can trust to their patriotism and good 
aense for the rest. But when a man thinkB 
it necessary to create a secret society for 
the purpose of operating through the ballot- 
box upon some class of citizens, he thereby 
acknowledges in advance that he has no 
faith in the convincing force of the posi­ 
tion he has taken. 
He does not come 
frankly forward with hia objections to the 
obnoxious ciass, because he clearly does 
not expect that his objections would be re­ 
garded as sufficient. This secret society 
method, therefore, is really an endeavor to 
circumvent the open and manly modes of 
conducting American politics, and for this 
reason alone it deserves condemnation. 
It involves an element of fear and du­ 
plicity also which has nothing in common 
with free institutions. 
If the Roman 
Catholics are in any way dangerous to the 
commonwealth, it íb obvious that this dan­ 
ger must be of a kind so serious as to de­ 
mand the most open and decided measures 
of resistance to them. If the cause of the 
alleged danger can be made clear, nothing 
will be easier than to form pnblic senti­ 
ment for the defense of the State. But on 
the other hand, if that danger cannot be 
demonstrated, if it is after all not of a 
character to convince the people of its 
reality, then it is clear that the proposed 
action against the Catholics is unjusti­ 
fiable, and that resoit to secret methods of 
organizing the attack upon them is in the 
line of an attempt to obtain enap-judg- 
ment, and to break down the freedom of 
the ballot. Secrecy in American politics 
has never proved a winning card. In fact 
it has almost invariably been the disguise 
of a narrow and intolerant and persecuting 
spirit. In Europe secret associations have 
been formed because the people were not 
allowed to organize and discuss politics 
freely and publicly, and also because the 
repression of despotism always drives men 
into revolutionary conspiracies, which are 
of necessity concealed as closely as possible. 
There is, however, something ridiculous 
about a secret American political society. 
It in fact belongs in the, category of illu­ 
sions. Of each l.ave been the occasional 
labor agitations by men who were in all 
respects better off than they had ever been 
in their lives, and who, after eating three 
hearty meals a day, assembled at the sa­ 
loons and corner groceries to declaim aboct 
their alleged destitution, and .to accuse 
other people of starving them and driving 
them to despair. The French devolution 
has left a legacy of grim ideals, which 
ignorant people have ever since been striv­ 
ing to live up to. The real truth is that 
such convulsions can only be produced by 
many generations of suffering and oppres 
sion such as no American citizeii has ever 
known or is ever likely to know 
But our 
full-fed and prosperous people Sometimes 
make tremendous efforts to fabcy them 
stives down trodden and oppraesed, and 
then they have recourse to thn old-fash­ 
ioned fórmalas, and parade in obsolete 
European costumes with great Belf-satis­ 
faction. 
The secret societies if Europe 
have been evolved naturally froia the sur­ 
roundings. They have been the inconven­ 
ient but necessary methods of Impressed 
communities. But there is no gepreeaion 
in this country, and consequently no need 
for secresy. The “ American Knights of 
“ Honor” might hold their meetings in 
the public equares, and no one wonld in­ 
terfere with them or say them nay, though 
perhaps a great many sensible people 
would laugh at them. 
There is no demand for this mystery in 
politics. The American people are always 
ready to hear any man who thinks he has 
a message for them, and if it turns ont to 
be a genuine one they will give carefnl 
heed to it. But the attempt to carry ont 
political issues through the medium of 
secret meetings and signs and grips and 
mystic passwords, is absurd and childish, 
and however much such business may 
attract the weak-minded, it can never 
produce any important results. For a 
secret society confesses that it is afraid of 
something, and yet it can have nothing to 
fear but public opinion. But an organiza­ 
tion which so dreads public opinion that 
it feels compelled to work in the dark, 
cannot have any confidence in the wisdom 
and strength of its own policy, and is 
therefore self-condemned. If ever it should 
become necessary for the American people 
to combine against the Catholic or any 
other class, they will know how to do it 
openly and candidly. They will sum np 
the facts on which they are to proceed, and 
if they find them sufficient they will go on 
to protect themselves in the ways pointed 
out by the Constitution and sanctioned by 
immemorial usage. 
But for secresy in 
politics they have no use, and we Btrongly 
suspect that in nearly all the cases of the 
kind recorded, a careful inquiry would 
reveal the fact that the idea cf a secret 
o’ganization was hatched in the brains 
of some few chronic office seekers, 
who thought by this means to secure 
political machine capable of being used 
for the furtherance of their personal am 
bition.

pleasant and easy to make a living from 
the “ woes of Ireland” that they can­ 
not abandon their occupation ; and that 
they have determined to keep alive a state 
of anarchy as the most certain to bring 
contributions into their pockets ; is made 
to appear very probable by their present 
attitude.

whole people. After this, however, it will 
not do for the Land Leagues to refrain from 
declaring their opposition to the Fenians 
unless they wish to bo regarded as in­ 
dorsing the disgusting utterances of the 
latter. 
THE REPRESSION BILL. 
The fact that the Repression bill passed 
to a second reading in the House of Com­ 
mons by a vote of 3S3 to 45 shows that 
the Government will have no difficulty in 
carrying the measure. The general feeling 
evidently is that the laws must be 
respected and order be restored in Ire­ 
land before anything else is done, and the 
Parnellites do not find it possible to offer 
any factious resistance to a measure which 
has been so loudly called for by events. 
Of course a great deal depends upon the 
state of opinion in Ireland. That is to say 
that Parnell cannot do much good iu Par­ 
liament if his motives are misrepresented 
at home, and if he is to be denounced as a 
false friend for not exerting himself to 
prevent any interference with murder and 
outrage. Parnell himself knows the diffi­ 
culties of the position in which he is 
placed, but it is almost impossible for him 
to take any other course than that which 
he is at present pursuing, and it is possi 
ble that when the Repression bill has been 
passed, and tho Arrears-of-Rent bill is 
reached, his countrymen will realize that 
he has had their interests at heart through­ 
out, and has been working with asingleeye 
to the settlement til the land question. 
W hether that question will be settled by 
any legislation the Government can devise, 
is, however, quite another consideration. 


TES COURT ON GUITEAU, 


The Fenians of New York, who have 
alwayB been the most brutal and ferocions 
of their kind, have issued a manifesto 
after the pattern of the Dublin one, in 
which they rejoice over the recent assassina­ 
tions, impudently menace the decent peo­ 
ple who have condemned and denounced 
those atrocious crimes, and assert that the 
work of murder has only jnst begun, and 
will in a short timo be carried to lengths 
not dreamed of yet. These fcrions fools 
are evidently doing all in their power to 
cause the ostracism and abandonment of 
Ireland by the public opinion of the civil­ 
ized world. Nothing could be more injuri­ 
ous to their country than the fact that such 
ruffians as they are Irishmen. They will 
make it absolutely necessary for Parnell 
and his followers to repudiate them in the 
most emphatic tfray. And if they go on in 
the path they have taken, and make them 
selves responsible for other crimes, they 
will find that the only result of their 
stupid and brutal policy is to furnish justi­ 
fication for the moat rigorous measures that 
an incensed and powerful Government can 
devise and execute. 
In a contest of 
physical resistance the Fenians will be 
nowhere. 
Neither in the open field 
nor from behind hedges can they accom­ 
plish their purpose. But their imbecile 
and cowardly course is paralyzing the 
hands of those Irishmen who have the in­ 
telligence to see how Irish interests can be 
effectually served. 
The accusation that 
the Fenians are not patriots bnt traitors ; 
that they represent a small number of 
rapacions scoundrels who have found it so 


It is stated that the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia has agreed upon 
all the points argued before it in the 
Guiteau case, and that it will to-day decide 
all those points against the defense. The 
question of jurisdiction it appears to have 
settled in a very practical and commonscnse 
way, while at the same time it has sug 
gested several new points, on either of 
which the same question would have been 
determined in the same way. It is possi 
hie that a final appeal will be made to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, but 
there is no reason to suppose that any 
other decision would be rendered by that 
tribunal. The presumption is that Guiteau 
will now he executed at the appointed 
time without any respite or delay, and this 
is the only termination of the case which 
can satisfy the sentiment of the country. 
If after his last hope is gone the authori­ 
ties will only Bhut him up vigorously, and 
put an end once for all to the morbid and 
disgusting literature of his last days, now 
being swelled to such dreary proportions 
by the sensational preBS, there will be 
mare decorum about the end than about 
the beginning of the case.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 
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GENERAL POPE ON THE MESCALEROS. 
General Pope confirms the report of the 
Agent of the Mescaleros. He says that 
they will soon be in a starving condition, 
and that he will be compelled either to 
feed them from the army supplies, or to 
surrouud them with strong bodies of troops, 
aud keep them from breaking out when 
their supplies come to an end. 
He ex­ 
presses the opinion that it will require a 
great many troops to make these Indiana 
starve to death quietly. We should think 
that quite possible. The Secretary of the 
Interior has, however, informed the Agent 
that application has been made to Congress 
for the necessary appropriation for the Mes- 
caleros, and that therefore something may 
perhaps be done before they are reduced to 
starvation diet. 
As Congress previously 
neglected to make the usual and indis­ 
pensable appropriation for this purpose, 
and as there are no politics in the proposi 
tion, we fear that the Mescaleros are not 
yet out of danger, and that it may be 
prudent for General Pope to keep his troops 
well in hand in case of an accident. Shonld 
the supplies be withheld still, however, it 
is by no means improbable that the starved 
Apaches may give the troops a livelier 
occupation than that of keeping guard 
over them.

FOREIGN NEWS. 
The Parnell-Glndstone Program m e. 
B oston, May 21st,—A cable to the Herald 


from London says : I am enabled to give 
you the exclusive information that the Par- 
nell-Gladstono programme regarding the 
passage of the new Irish measures íb now 
complete. The Land League members have 
been informed that the progress of the re­ 
pression of crime bill will determine the 
action of the Government regarding the 
Arrears Act. If they obstruct the first, the 
Government will delay the second. Glad­ 
stone’s anxiety to get the crime bill through 
in some form is explained by his vast loss of 
popularity among the mosses since the 
Dublin mnrders, and the hope of recovery 
by this method; hence the great con­ 
cession to Parnell’s followers to induce them 
to avoidobstruction, that would surely destroy 
Gladstone’s Government. Whenthecrimebilt 
comes np Tueday in the House of Commons 
important amendments will be offered and 
accepted. One, relating to the embargo on 
Irish newspapers, will provide, when adopted, 
that suppression Bhall only refer to American 
journals of the Rossa description. This will 
remove heavy restrictions from the local 
Irish press. Another amendment will re­ 
duce the term of operation of the law 
from three years to two. Another will 
make leas arbitrary the power of arrest­ 
ing persons merely suspected of belonging 
to secret societies. A fourth modifies the 
powers of the local magistrates, and provides 
an opportunity of appeal to a higher Court cf 
persons held by their authority. The Land 
League members are led to understand that 
the Liberals will accept these amendments, 
on condition that their opposition shall not 
be of'the protracted order that usually char­ 
acterizes the Irish debates. The Irish mem­ 
bers will likewise introduce other amend­ 
ments as a matter of couise, but they will be 
rejected. Their work will have the appear­ 
ance of the usual force, but will be super­ 
ficial. The Laud Leaguers will take advan­ 
tage of Gladstone’s weakness in Parliament 
to force the passage of the arrears bill, and 
at the same time demand a certain reduction 
in the coeicion measures. Their opinion is 
that a dissolution will speedily follow the 
adoption of the new Coercion Act, and they 
hope, if the Government Bplits on the result 
of this measure, to secure its repeal. Mem- 
b rs of the Liberal parly tell your corre- 
spsndent that ttie greatest dissatisfaction as 
to the new policy exists amoug the Radicals 
and Tories. 
Story said last night that Gladstone m U 9t 
speedily choose betwetn those wings of the 
party. They decline longer to be kept har­ 
nessed together. Nobody has faith in Glad­ 
stone’s power now. 
Forster adheres to his belief in a strong 
Government. He says the measures must, 
however, be distinct and uncompromising. 
Ho denounced with some bitterness the bar­ 
gain with Parnell. He did not believe that 
Ireland would receive any measure, concilia­ 
tory or otherwise, except in spirit. The Iririi 
there regard friendly overtures as acknowl- 
edgemnts of weakuew.

London, May 2lst.—Michael Davitt, ad­ 
dressing a meeting of Irishmen at Manches­ 
ter, said that nobody lamented the recent 
murders more than he, and nobody was 
readier to prevent Buch crimes in the future. 
He declared that without the presence of the 
police and military the property of the Irish 
landlords would not be worth a month’s pur­ 
chase. There could be no alliance between

landlordism was abolished. The Government 
conld not grapple effectually with a secret 
movement, when it was made to appear that 
such movement was only for the protection 
of a wronged people. If Gladstone wes in 
earneet in his effort to suppress crime, he 
must go to the source of all agrarian outrages 
and remove landlordism, Bweep away Dublin 
Castle, and show that he could repose confi­ 
dence in Ireland as in Canada.

The Egyptian Question. 
London, May 21st.—A Cairo correspond­ 
ent says : The Admirals of the English and 
French squadrons have no orders eicept to 
protect Europeans, which they will be utterly 
unable to do in the event of resistance, as it 
would be easy to destroy the shipping from 
the land before the allied fleet could silence a 
single fort. The English and French Gov­ 
ernments are mistaken if they think Arabi 
Bey will be frightened into yielding at Cairo 
by the present ironclads at Alexandria.

“ ¿XI PERKINS’ ” LECTURE. 


“ E li P erk in s” lectured at the Congrega­ 
tional Church Saturday evening for the ben­ 
efit of the Yonng M en’s Christian Associa­ 
tion. 
A fair-siz id audience was in attend­ 
ance. 
The speaker is humorous without 
effort, is ready in his wit, gets his auditor 
very close to him, soon has his hearers in sym­ 
pathy w ith his vein of humor, and entertains 
them w ith a sort of abandon th at is as re­ 
freshing as it is socially agreeable. 
H e lect­ 
ured ot. "T h e Philosophy of F u n ,” which he 
insists on spelling phonetically, “ Filosify.” 
I t was a dirquisition on wit and humor, and 
a light acc m at of the Perkins family, a 
m ythical body th at he feels privileged to hold 
up in any light he chooses. 
H e said there 
are two kinds of wit and hum or—sensual and 
intellectual. One you see with the eye, as when 
you look a t the clown in the circus ; the other 
has to go to the brain aud be reflected upon 
before there can be laughter, as in the case of 
a paradox. 
To ¡ilústrate, you all remember 
the two men who were talking about the sun 
and the moon, when one m aintained th at the 
moon was of more account than the sun. 
"H o w is th a t? 'a s k e d the other. 
“ W hy, 
the moon, yon know, shines in the night, 
when it is dark, while the san shines in the 
daytim e when it is light enough w ithout.” 
[Laughter.] P trh ap s the best paradox in the 
English langurge is th a t of A rtem us W ard, 
when he turned around to a friend and said : 
“ I ’m bound to live w ithin my means if I 
had to borrow money to do it.” 
[Laughter.] 
Now there is no laughter in th a t paradox for 
a fool, neithf r for a wise man until his brain 
has acted. 
You can give auch paradoxes to 
a fool all day long, and he’ll look you straight 
in the face and won’t smile once. 
William 
M . E varts once stum bled into a splendid 
paradox. 
H e was m aking a dinner speech 
in Chicago, and was complimenting the W est: 
“ I like the W est,” he commenced. 
“ I like 
her Belf-made men, and the more I travel 
west, the more I m eet w ith her public men, 
the inore I am satisfied with the truthfulness 
of the Bible statem ent th at the wise men 
cam e from the E rs t.” 
[Loud laughter,] 
W h at 
causes 
laughter? 
The 
rheto- 
ricitns 
all 
agree 
th a t 
laughter 
is 
caused by w it; then they go on to say 
th a t “ wit is a short-lived surprise.” They 
all agree to this definition—Kane, Blair, 
W hately and W ayland. 
B a t they are ail 
wrong. 
L aughter is always caused by some 
deform ity in a rt or nature. 
I t is caused by 
deformed music, deformed grammar, de­ 
formed rhetoric, deformed logic, 
and 
a 
thousand other deformities. 
If surprise 
a)one would cause laughter then those pas­ 
sengers who were pitched over Ashtabula 
bridga would have screamed and roared. 
[Applause.] 
I t is a short lived snrprisr, but 
it don’t provoke laughter, does i ? B ut if 
you were walking along and would see a 
double-headed rooster running both ways to 
get away from itself [laughter] you’d burst 
o ut laughing. 
Deformed grammar is a very 
fertile Bource of fun. 
To illustrate : To a 
little girl learning to read I said: 
“ D idn’t 
you have a hard tim e learning to read?” 
“ Y es,” she said, “ I did have a hard time 
learning to read, but 1 kept on learning to 
read, and birneby I 
rode." 
[Laughter.] 
Y ou remember the little girl wno did not 
w ant her sister to skin a potato for her. 
‘ Y ou need not skin a 
potato for me, 
.lenny,” she said ; “ I have one already skun.” 
H e gave some very comical illustrations of 
w hat he termed deformed oratory aud de­ 
form ed logie, which he held to be the pun 
and the conundrum. 
The pun and conun­ 
drum , he said, are simply the ambiguous 
middle term in the syllogism. 
To illustrate, 
he took this conundrum and then changed i t : 
W hy is Fred. Douglass a very wicked man? 
Because he is 
supported by black legs. 
[Laughter ] 
Now, put the conundrum into 
.<m, and it will read thu3: 
First 
any man supported entirely by black 
•; be very wicked ; second premise, 
mglass is supported entirely by black 
iciuaiun, therefore Frederick Doog- 
be a very wicked man. [Applause.] 
rer spoke for nearly two hours, but 
going will convey some idea of his 
method.

Oh ! w hat a sweeping away of the chaff shall 
there be when Christ comes ! 
He pointed 
out 
how 
short 
is 
life, 
how brief a 
tim e 
men 
have in which 
the 
Savior 
m ay abide with them on earth, how fi6t the 
moments are fleeing, and how surely the 
time is coming when the personal account 
m ust be given of the life in the body. 
W e 
: should be honestly able to call upon the 
! Lord to abide with us. 
W hen we can do so, 
ail unwelcome guests of the heart, all things 
displeasing to the Lord, will be expelled. 
The very desire for Jesus to abide with us 
will work the exclusion of all other things 
antagonistic to his presence. 
I t ia a joy un­ 
speakable to have Christ abide with u s ; it is 
all satisfying, all peaceful, all restful. L et Him 
come in and take charge of the household of 
the heart, and rale there 
with all the 
power of love and 
affection. 
A t the 
conclusion of the sermon Mr. and Mrs. M c­ 
Granahan sang, “ We Know that He Shall 
Appear.” 
Mr. McCoy then took the palpit 
and made an appeal for the Y . M. C. A , and 
with marked success. 
H is appeal a half hour 
before at the Sixth-street M. E . Church re­ 
sulted in a collection of over $600; about*200 
was BECnred at the F irst B aptist Church.

A t the Congregational Church yesterday 
morning 
Rev. 
D r. 
Dwinell 
preached 
from the text, John xiv., 
6 : 
“ I am 
the 
way, the 
truth, the life.” A sum­ 
m ary of the discourse is thus presented: 
To the question, which comes up all through 
the ages, “ W hat is Christ ?” Christ Himself 
answers in the text, not speculatively, but 
practically—not by the terms of philosophi­ 
cal, but practical definition. 
L et us see 
w hat this answer is in its practical relations 
aud uses, and then infer from this w hat 
C hrist m ust be in H is own nature and person. 
1. “ I am the way.” 
He is not the way to 
wealth, learning, rcience, art, jurisprudence, 
government, civilization or earthly glory. 
All thess are more or less involved and pro­ 
moted. 
B a t Christ has 
H is 
mind on 
something 
more fundamental 
and 
vital. 
He ¡3 the way of salvation, the way out of 
guilt to righteousness, out of condemnation 
to pardon, out of spiritual misery to peace. 
The conception back of the figurative word 
“ way” is, that naturally salvation is over 
yonder, and sinful man is on this side, and 
there is an impassable interval of marsh or 
juagle, or mountain, between the two, with 
ao natural means of passing over, and Christ 
comeB and puts himself in this impassable 
interval as a real practicable way. 
Observe 
th at H e himself is the way. 
I t is not what 
he has done; it is not his coming into the 
world, taking to himself a human nature; not 
his teachings, life, sufferings, death, resuriec- 
tion, glorification, ascension or reign above ; 
it is not any one or all of these that is the 
way, but the living Chris1. 
These were 
necessary in removing the 
obstacles and 
getting things in readiness ; but having done 
all this. He puts himself down in His living 
personality as the way uver which sinners 
are to travel to God and into the kingdom of 
God. 
Observe, also. He is the way of salva­ 
tion—the mos£ difficult and improbable thing 
we know of that has ever been done, whether 
we consider the tenacity of the grip of sin 
oa the soul and the soul’s natural disrelish of 
the things of God, or the difficulty of satis­ 
fying the demands of justice and the govern­ 
m ent of God iu pardoning the sinner. 
And 
this is the way of salvation for all classes— 
the infant, the child, the adnlt, the aged, the 
strong, the infirm, the ignorant, the learned, 
the wise and the unwise ; for the degraded 
and the cultivated, the savage and the civil­ 
izad ; 
for those in 
first, 
sec >nd, tenth, 
tw entieth, or fiftieth century. 
I t is the way 
of salvation for the whole unbroken proces­ 
sion of mankind to travel over, from the time 
it was laid down to the end of the world. 
2. “ I am the tru th .” 
He does not say He 
is tru th —i. e., universal truth, or truth in the 
abstract, or as a generalization, but the truth, 
a specific kind of truth. 
He is the truth in 
relation to salvation. 
The idea is not that 
H e teaches this most im portant and prcciouB 
truth, though He does that, but that he 
personally is that truth ; H e embodies i t ; 
He centers it in himself and expresses it. 
The tru th necessarv to salvation involves 
three particulars. 
First, it m ust represent 
the facts on God’s side of the question. 
I t 
m ust show how Gad feels toward the sinner ; 
m ust show his love towards him, and the con­ 
ditions on which He will forgive. Christ em­ 
bodies this truth. 
He reflects the feelings 
and disposition of God. 
“ Gad was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto himself.” And 
every s iul that came in trust or submission 
to C hrist he forgave and saved. 
T hat shows 
God’s nature, the tru th on God s side, in re­ 
lation to saving men. 
Second, it m ust repre­ 
sent the m oral elements of Balvation. 
The 
right ethical principles involved in a good 
life between m an and man, the ideal moral 
cade which those in the way of salvation 
m ust practice towards one another, are all 
embodied in Christ and were seen in Him 
when on earth. 
There is no higher ethical 
tru th 
possible 
to 
the 
thought of man 
than th at which radiates from the living 
Christ, and was illustrated by Him on 
earth. 
And, third, it m ust represent also 
the spiritual or religious elements of ealva- 
tion. 
W e m ust know w hat the religious life 
is how it bears itself iu its purest forms 
towards God. 
W e have all this truth also 
in the living Christ, and H e showed it while 
among men. 
Thus the ideal truth necessary 
for us to know—the truth in its principles 
and radical ideas in relation to Gud, morals 
and piety, is all centered in Christ and radi­ 
ates from him. 
He :b the snn of saving 
tru th ; and « h a t other expressions of it we 
have in the Bible or other books, are only 
extensions aud applications of it a3 it is in 
Him, and as it wa3 germ ically revealed by 
Him while on earth. 
3. “ I am the life.” 
H e refers to mors 1 
and spiritual or religious life. 
He is this 
iltm se.f. 
H e embodies i t ; and more. He 
im parts it. 
He is the source of it, and of all 
of it there is in the world. 
I t is not neces­ 
sary th at we should know how He is the 
source of it, or tee the channels through 
which He gives it. 
He has H is Spirit and 
His own drawing influences where we do aot 
; B e e them. 
I t is enough for us to know that 
He is the spring of spiritual life, where there 
is say such life among men ; and th at the 
kindling of the tpark of life anywhere im­ 
plies 
the 
presence 
of 
the 
Divine 
Originator. 
B ut there are some 
things 
which we can see. _ F irst, 
wherever an 
individual 
comes 
into 
conscious 
rela­ 
tion to Christ, 
trusts 
him, 
and gives 
h in teli to Him, there is at once the begin­ 
ning of spiritual life. 
He feels differently 
towards his sins, he separates himself from 
them and puts them behind him. 
H e feels 
the presence * f new motives, sympathiee, 
purposes. 
“ H e i s a n e v creature.” 
This is 
fact. 
Second, wherever a com m unity con­ 
sciously welcomes Christ and follows Him, 
there begins and spreads a new kind of com­ 
m unity life. 
Vices, crimes, ignorance and 
degradation disappear, and the virtues, phi­ 
lanthropies and hauanities spring up. 
This 
is fact. 
And third, it is s> with a prople or 
nation. 
If a people conacioosly puts itself 
in 
relation 
to 
Christ, 
and 
obeys 
Him, 
a 
higher 
grade 
of 
moral 
and 
spiritual 
life 
enters 
into 
the 
nation, giving it strength, health and perma­ 
nent prosperity. 
W e have no adequate illus­ 
trations of this, because as yet no people has 
been more than approximately Christian. 
B ut this is true, the nations that have lived 
the nearest to Christ have had the most of 
every kindof valuable, moral and spiritual life. 
Practical relationship to the living Christ is 
the life of the nation1. 
This, too, is fact. 
W e can now recur to the suspended ques­ 
tion, “ W hat is C hrist!” W e have the ar­ 
gument. 
If Christ in his own person is the 
way, over which all aavtd souls with all their 
wants pass ovsr the naturally impassable 
interval between them and the kingdom 
of 
God, and over which all the world 
m ay pass; if H e in H is own person embodies 
ail the elementary, vital truth necessary for 
salvation, in reference to God, morals and 
religion ; and if H e in H is own person is the 
life of the world as far as the world has life, 
and if conneotion with Him , seen by ns or 
ensren, is the actual source of spiritual life 
(o individuals, communities and peoples, and 
Ihey h ive it in proportion to the intim acy of 
tt e-r union w ith Him , w hat else can H e be 
than w hat the scriptures represent H im to 
be. v'z , the “ Son of God.” 
H is own words 
about himself to one who believes H im hon­ 


est, show th a t H e is divine. 
If yon do not 
believe H im honest, everything about Him 
fed ths Bible m ust be thrown aside ; and the 
most astounding thing in the nniv6rse, how 
the Christly conception and system coaid 
have originated, is still on your hands. 
Christ has thus told us w hat H e is, in terms 
of a practical definition. 
L et us accept the 
argum ent of H is divinity as H e has given it 
to us, and accept it in the practical way by 
welcoming H im as “ the way, the truth and 
the life." 
If we give ourselves to H im In this 
manner, we shall touch H is divinity, and all 
doubts on this point will forever be pnt to 
rest.

D r. J . L. Y erk addressed the Liberal 
U nion last evening, at which there was a good 
attendance, on the subject of “ The Kings 
and Kingdoms of Heaven and H ell.” The 
speaker said th a t not until late years have 
the people dared to question the truth of 
orthodox statem ents made regarding hell and 
the devil, as the Bible - has always been 
brought forward to prove the correctness of 
such doctrines. 
H e noted the statem ent of 
.lesus to his disciples, where he save, “ I have 
chosen you twelve, and one is a devil;” also, 
a text given in two different portions of tho 
book of Revelations, “ The dragon, th at old 
serpent which is the devil and tiatan 
also, 
a third from H enry W ard Beecher, “ The 
doctrine th at God baa been for thousands of 
years peopling the earth with human beings, 
and during thrae-fourths of th at tim e leaving 
them w ithout a guide, altar or church, and 
then destroying them for their lack of faith, 
is to transform the A lm ighty into a monster. 
A heaven presided over by a demon who for 
thousands of years only peoples ths earth 
with millions of hum an beings to sweep them 
off into hell—not like dead flies, but without 
even taking the trouble to kill them —is such 
a heaven as I don’t w ant to go to. 
The doc­ 
trine is too horrible. 
I don’t bflieve it and 
I won’t.” 
Bravo and noble words are these, 
coming as they do from the world’s greatest 
proacher. 
As the axle on which the car of 
salvation runB is the vicarious atonement, 
and this sacrifice of a God-man implies a 
fallen and rained race, aud the fall of man 
implies a failure in the executive power or 
intention of the author when He made man ; 
and the fiilnre implies a higher potency in 
the principle of evil or devil than in the 
principle of good or Gi d, the whole scheme 
of salvation hangs link by link up to its crown­ 
ing stone on the coexistence, influence and 
euperior power of a personal devil, and if 
such a thing as the devil exists, the Deity 
m ust have created him for the purpose cf 
destroying man, or otherwise Satau proved 
superior in his power to his creator, and 
ei'.her position is painful to a thinking mind. 
We have no desire to ridicule ibo people who 
claim to believe this doctrine, and have no 
doubt th at they honestly relievo th at the 
Bible teaohes this soul-stultifying d ctrine. 
B ut do the Scriptures teach the doctrine of 
hell, devil and endless punishm ent? Most 
certainly not in the Old Testam ent, for the 
doctrine of a life beyond the grave is not 
hinted at. 
Except in the story of Samuel ap­ 
pearing to Saul through the woman of En- 
dor, and a certain passage in the Book of 
Job, 
which is just as susceptible of a 
temporal as of a spiritual meaning, there 
is not a distinct 
item 
of 
doctrine 
in 
the old 
book 
indicating a 
life 
beyond 
the grave, much less an eternal hell and devil. 
Granted that the devotees of the eternal hell 
doctrine can find in one or two sentences put 
into the month of Jesus some slight founda­ 
tion for this doctrine of diabolism, the general 
context of his teachings, especially the beauti­ 
ful parables in which ha was wont to teach, 
contradicts the idea cf finality, whether for 
punishm ent or reward, to any soul beyond the 
lim it of its impenitence. And ia the study of 
both the Old and the New Testam ent we 
find the same total lack of evidence, and the 
same direct proof of ignorance and superstition 
in the fabrication of a monstrous and un­ 
natural m yth. 
And whoever will take up 
the study of the ancient astronomical religions 
of the world will find the roots and rudiments 
of all the creedal faiths of the present day, 
and how large the modern have borrowed 
from the ancient religions. 
I would not have 
anyone infer that there is no retribution for 
wrong-doing. 
The king and kingdom of hell 
ia within the soul (where Je»us fouud the 
devil in Judas Iscariot). 


FOREIGN ORANGES INFESTED BY SCALE 
INSECTS. 


Last Thursday morning the local H orti­ 
cultural Inspectors at San Francisco notified 
the Chief H orticultural Officer of the arrival 
of a cargo of oranges from Tahiti, which 
were infested by scale insects, and that the 
consignees had refused to comply with the 
quarantine rules; also asking instructions. 
Mr. Cooke telegraphed them in case the con­ 
signees or persons handling the oranges refused 
to comply with the quarantine rules, after 
receiving notice, to have w arrants issued for 
their arrest. 
M r. Cooke went to San F ran­ 
cisco on Thursday evening, and on Friday 
morning satisfactory arrangements were made 
for disinfecting the oranges as required. 
The 
species of scale insect with which tbid cargo 
of oranges is infested is probably the Myti- 
laspis (Aspidiotus) Gloverii, named by P ro­ 
fessor Packard 
after 
Townsend 
Glover, 
recently of the D epartm ent of Agriculture, 
W ashington, D. C. W in. H . Ashmead, in his 
work, “ Injurious and Bsneticial Insects found 
on tne orange trees of Florida," writes of 
this species of scale insects. 
“ In the year 
1855 (dato given me) it was tirBt brought into 
this country on some orange trees imported 
from China—first m aking its appearance in 
the grove of D r. Robinson, at M andarin, a 
small town on the St. Johns river, about 
twelve miles from Jacksonville. 
In a few 
years it had spread to the groveB throughout 
Florida, carrying devastation and ruin every­ 
where it went. 
So great was the damage 
that orange growers became discouraged, and 
orange culture was nearly annihilated. M any 
groves th at had been yielding handsome in ­ 
comes were totally destroyed.” 
Mr. Brown 
in his “ Trees of Am erica,” writing of this 
species, says: 
“ M ost of the cultivated 
oranges in Florida have already been injured 
by them, their tops and branches being 
mostly destroyed. 
Their roots and stems, it 
is true, remain alive, and annually send 
forth a crop of young shoots, only to share 
the fate of their predecessors.” For the pro­ 
tection of the citrus growers of this State it ie 
im portant th at a strict ins;>ection be made of 
all shipments of citrus fruits, etc., arriving 
trom foreign countries, to prevent, if possi­ 
ble, the im portation of this and other insect 
pests. 
M r. Cooke says that parties who have 
bought cargoes, to arrive, have agreed in case 
the oranges or lemons are infested that they 
will cheerfully comply with the requirements 
of theqnarantine laws.

COURT. 


Saturday the Supreme Court eat in bank 
to hear two cases that are attracting much 
attention. 
The first argued was the railroad 
tax cases, in which is involved the validity 
of the act of the Board of Supervisors of 
Sacram ento county in accepting the Gffer of 
the Central Pacific Railroad and other rail­ 
road companies to pay about sixty per cent, 
of the am ount for which they were sued for 
delinquent taxes. 
The case cams up on the 
appeal taken by Attorney-General H art from 
the order of the Superior Court denying his 
motion to vacate the judgm ent by consent, 
and to set aside the satisfaction thereof. 
I t 
was argued by Attorney-General H art on 
one side and Creed Haym ond on the other. 
The 
argum ent 
opened 
on 
a 
motion 
by 
M r. 
H aym oad 
to 
dismiss 
the 
appeal, 
he 
holding 
th at 
there 
coaid 
be no appeal from the judgm ent by consent. 
The argum ent occupied some four hours, and 
involved the consideration of the power of 
the Attorney-General to appear in the case, 
and the right of a ciunty, when suing for 
delinquent taxes, to effect a settlem ent of the 
action or an offer to perm it judgm ent to be 
entered for less than the am ount sued for, 
the delinquency being for beth State and 
county taxes. 
The points presented have al­ 
ready been quite fully set forth in the 
R e c o rd -U n io n in the report of the case 
when it was before the Superior Court of 
this county. 
The Court took the case under 
advisement. 
Mr. Hayniond was allowed 
thirty days in which to file briefs and Mr. 
H art ten days in which to reply. 
The second case was that of the People vs. 
A. H. Chapman. 
I t is an action by the peo­ 
ple to recover back money alleged to have 
been wrongfully drawn from the State Treas­ 
ury by the State Prison Directors. M r. H art 
appeared for the people and H enry Edgerton 
for the Directors. 
M r. H a it claimed that 
the A ct allowing the members first twenty 
cents and then ten cents mileage and $100 
per month, is unconstitutional. 
Section 4, 
A rticle X , Constitution of California, says 
the Directors shall be allowed reasonable 
traveling and other expenses. 
The Constitu­ 
tion plainly inhibits the paym ent of any sal­ 
ary to the Directors. 
By the A ct of 1880 the 
Directors were allowed tw enty cents mileage ; 
the A ct of 1881 made the mileage ten cents 
and $100a month. 
The word "reasonable” 
lim its and confines the sum to l>e paid, and 
limite the section of the law also that a t­ 
tem pts to allow more. 
Expenses were to be 
allowed, and 
they 
m ust 
be reasonable. 
They 
are 
not 
to 
be 
paid 
fees 
and 
salary, and the Constitution was intended 
to prevent exactly th at thing. 
The accounts 
are to be audited by an auditing Beard, 
and this is drawn from the Board of D i­ 
rectors, which thus really makes the bills 
and then audits them. 
M r. H art was fur­ 
ther 
proceeding 
to point 
out that 
the 
paym eut of a fixed sum as mileage, and a 
fixed sum for “ other expenses,” is really 
paying fees and salary, and is really de­ 
feating the express intent of the Constitu­ 
tion, that the Directors shall receive no 
salary, when the Court Btopped him aud 
asked M r. Edgerton w hat he had to say 
ia reply, and th at gentlem an said that he 
held that the Legislature has plenary power 
over the m atter, and th at the judicial de­ 
partm ent has nothing to do with it. 
Chief Justice Morrison said lie thought 
counsel would not hold th at the Courts could 
not inquire at least into the constitutionality 
of the A ct of the Legielature under which 
the money is drawn. 
M r. Edgerton said he would not question 
that, so far as th at went, but the Legislature 
has the power under the Constitution to fix 
a uniform standard by which the auditing 
Board is to be governed. 
T hat Board is to 
determ ine the miles traveled and apply the 
etaudard, and to determ ine all the expenses 
of the Board of Directors. 
Is it to be left 
to the personal judgm ent of Directors as to 
whether they shall travel in this or in th a t 
m anner ? W hether one shall ride in a five-cent 
street car. and another have a hack at $1 50 
to go to his hotel ? Or is it to be left to them 
to say whether they shall stop at a $3 or a $1 
hotel ? Or are they to travel and live ia the 
cheapest manner, no m atter what the per­ 
sonal inconvenience ? 
The 
tw enty cents 
mileage is a uniform rule in California, and is 
the standard for Sheriffs and witnesses, etc. 
This is a m atter subm itted to the discretion 
of the Legislature, and it would he an intru­ 
sion for the Court to interfere with it. 
The 
Legislature has the discretion given it, and a 
bodv has been set up to audit the expenses, 
and they have been audited. 
Chief Justice Morrison—You mean that 
the Legislature m ay say th at a Director shall 
be paid 20 cents a mile, although it may cost 
him bat 5 cents a mile ? 
M r. Edgerton—No. 
T hat may be taken 
as a lim itation on the am ount to be allowed. 
I t is not to be assumed th at the whole sum 
has been allowed, nor is there anything in the 
record to show but what the whole snm was 
incurred. 
There is nothing to show b at that 
the Auditing Board and the State Board of 
Exam iners have found the actual expenses, 
according to the standard set np by the Legis­ 
lature for traveling and other expense. Snob 
Boards having determined w hat are reason­ 
able traveling and other expenses, no review 
of th at determ ination can be had. 
Mr. H art replied that the A ct takes away 
from the Auditing Board all discretion. 
E x­ 
penses are to be allowed. 
W hen the Legisla­ 
ture steps beyond that and says a given sum 
shall be paid, it exceeds its power. 
The Court took the case under advisement, 
and allowed M r. Edgerton tw enty days to 
file a brief and Mr. H art ten days to reply. 
The hearing of the case was very amusing. 
W hen it was Btated, the Justices all began to 
smile, and after a whispered consultation the 
Chief Justice said, “ We are all interested ; " 
and another Justice' added, “ They don’t 
allow us any 1 other expenses 
” and another 
said, "N o , only our car fares ; ” and another 
said, 
“ W e have no hotel bills 
allowed 
to us.” 
W hen it was suggested th at one 
man 
m ight 
choose 
to 
ride 
in 
a 
hack 
and 
another 
in 
a 
street 
car, 
the Court replied, “ That is the way they 
make this Court do.” 
A t another time the 
Conrt said, “ This Court has had experience 
in this m atter,” and one of the .1 ustices added, 
" W e know just how it is.” 
An old ex-mem­ 
ber of the Supreme Court arose and suggested 
as amicus cura to the Conrt that it should 
not forget the value of ancient precedents in 
the m atter of which the Court had personal 
knowledge, and then all the Justices for the 
instant dropped the grave and reverend dig­ 
nity that enBhronds the Court, and smiled, 
jointly, i everally and collectively. 
Through­ 
out the hearing the Court manifested its 
interest, and to an outsider it was very amas- 
ing, and appeared as if the Justices who get 
no “ other expenses ”|were quite resolved to 
pnt the bit on the chaps who do revel in 
that luxury, as it is clearly an unconstitu­ 
tional indulgence.
